Continuation of 2. NOTE: The presently filed proposed amendments do not have support in the specification as filed. Page 19 lines 10- 
14 do not exclude IgE as an antibody in the possible compositions. As far as the scope of currently pending claims 35 and 36-38, as a 
preliminary matter, claims 36-38 were never examined because they were withdrawn species. Claim 35 however is not limited to a 
pharmaceutical composition of polyclonal IgG and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable excipient, the claim further limits the base claim 1 by 
stating that the composition must have polyclonal IgG in the composition, but the composition is not limited to only IgG because of the 
term comprising in base claim 1 . As far as raising new issues the Examiner had never searched nor considered a claim drawn to a 
polyclonal antibody composition comprising an antibody, wherein said antibody is limited to IgG, IgM, IgA or IgD, that limitation was not 
previously considered. 
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
